which has now become the valued possession of 

~ the Evangelical Theological College at Dallas, 

- Texas, consists of some five thousand volumes gath- 

ered by that great Bible teacher during his long and 
useful life 

Dean Pettingill, of the Phiiadelphia School of the 

Bible, has a library of two thousand volumes. Dr. 
Pettingill is a gifted teacher of the Word, but few 
realize that no little of the power of his teaching 
comes. from his having. based his library upon trans- 
lations of the Bible. Of these he has several hun- 
dred, including copies of some of the rare first trans- 
lations of the precious Book, going back as far as 
Wycliffe’s time. Dr. Pettingill receives catalogues of 
both new and old book stores in Great Britain and 
America, and he has enriched his library by the use 
of these indexes to choice books. Of course Dean 
Pettingill: has ‘not confined his books to translations 
and commentaries, but also has a choice selection of 
topical books. 

. It would be a mistake for the vast majority of Chris- 
tians to try to accumulate any such libraries as those 
of Dr. Thomas or Dean Pettingill. A good working 
library for a Christian worker, and every Christian 
ought to be a worker, need rarely exceed five hun- 
dred volumes... He may have a good library with far 
less. The Christian should indeed be a man of one 
‘book. One of the unique features of the Bible is that 
it is a*commentary upon itself. This is true of no 
But the Bible is a 
complete revelation from God, and the mind of God 
upon any great doctrine may be had by comparing 
Scripture with Scripture. In order better to do that, 
the average Christiafi needs the help of guide books 
coming from the hands of those who have been enabled 
to make these comparisons. Paul recommended to

Timothy to give attendance to reading, and he espe- 
cially’ asked Timothy to bring to him “the books and 
the parchments.” Paul received mighty revelations 
from God himself, and yet he was a man who read 
books. It is thought that the “parchments” may have 
been. copies of his letters to the churches, but that his 
“books” were helpful reading material which, he be- 
lieved would be grist for his apostolic mill. 

There comes to mind the instance of a young mati 
just’ stepping upon the threshold of college life, to 
whom one of his relatives gave a present of a hamd- 
some Bagster Bible. It was the thought of the donor 
that this Bible, which was one without any helps of 
any sort, not even a map, would keep the young stu- 
dent from being unduly influenced from man-made in- 
pict raya ut though he read it throughout his 
college course, he afterwards confessed that it was 
a more or less barren study, and that when he secured 
the copy ef the Scofield ‘Reference Bible, later in his 
life, it made the Bible'a new book to him through the 
helpfulness of its.analyses and limited but suggestive 
footnotes. ; r 

The Christian who feels that he has little if any 

books should at least have, in 
addition to a good reference Bible, Jamieson, Fausset 
and -Brown’s Commentary .and Walker’s. Concordance. 
But if he is able to build up a good working library, 
he might well. begin with Dr. Weddell’s concise bird’s- 
eye view of the. Bible, “Your Study Bible.” He 
should base his library. upon sound Bible commentaries, 
and no better spiritual interpretation of the Pentateuch 
can be secured than that by C. H. McIntosh. Upon 
the whole the Cambridge, Bible for Schools and Col- 
leges is a valuable set of books, and only occasionally 
have commentaries that are not entifely safe crept into 
the series, such as Farrar on John, Davidson on Job, 
or Driver on Daniel. -Ellicott’s Handy Commentaries 
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are extremely valuable and have lately been reprinted, 
although often the Cambridge set and the Ellicott 
books may be picked up at old book stores. Although 
written from the Plymouth Brethren point of ’ view, 
there is most excellent help to be had from compaf- 
atively new books on Ezra, Nehemiah, Esther, and 
the Minor Prophets by Ironside. R. E. Neighbour has 
a small but unexcelled study of Ecclesiastes. W. C. 
Stevens on Daniel, David Baron on Zechariah, and G. 
Campbell Morgan on Malachi are invaluable books, 
but it is not so easy to find satisfactory interpretations. 
of some of the major prophets, such as, Isaiah and 
Jeremiah. Wherever Dr. A. C. Gaebelein’s studies 
of the Old Testament prophets may be secured, such 
, that on’ Ezekiel, it would be well worth while to 
lO S80. 

Coming to the New Testament there is a valuable 
study of the four Gospels by Bellett, and Dr. W. H. 
Griffith Thomas has a helpful book on the Gospel of 
John. Arthur T. Pierson’s book on Acts, and Stifler’s 
“Introduction to the Book of Acts” are valuable, and 
no better books are to be had on Romans than those 
of Stifler and Moule. Bullinger’s “Church Epistles” 
is well worth having. On the Revelation James H. 
McConkey’s brief study, “The Book of Revelation,” 
should precede any larger study of the Apocalypse, 
and might well be followed by Pettingill’s “Simple 
Studies in Revelation.” Dr. Seiss’ study of. this book 
is inspirational, and there are many new and helpful 
interpretations that have recently appeared. 

Such a library should have topical books as may 
be needed, such as Dr. Pierson’s “Knowing the Scrip- 
tures,” “The Bible and Spiritual, Life,” “The Bible and 
Spiritual Criticism”; Dr. Kyle’s books on archeology ; 
books on prayer, such as the new one by An Unknown 
Christian called “The Kneeling Christian”; studies 
on the Cross, such as those of the Rev. Gordon Watt, 
M.A., and “The Victorious Christ,” addresses at vic 
torious life conferences conducted by thé Victorious 
Life Testimony. Christian biographies and missionary 
books should not be overlooked, especially where there 
are young people in the home, to whom they. may be 
read aloud. . 

This is by no means an exhaustive discussion as to 
how to secure a complete set of Bible commentaries, 
nor is it more than a mere hint at valuable topical 
works that might well be added to the library. Buta 
Christian worker does not want to confine his library 
to religious books only. He should have a good set 
of histories covering all the nations of the world, in 
addition to a good encyclopedia, like the. Britannica, 
or Nelson’s Loose Leat, the latter being the one mh 

eneral use in The Sunday School Times’ library.

and perhaps a few good novels, aiways the classics, 
such as “Ivanhoe,” by Scott; “David pperfield,” by 
Dickens; or “Lorna Doone,” by Blackstone. In these 
days of public libraries it is not necessary to crowd 
the home with large secular libraries, although com- 
plete sets of such writers as Scott, Dickens, Thackeray, 
and::Hawthorne make up a treasury of literature. 

Biography has been called “history plus the human 
qualities lacking in a mere record of events,” and it 
always enriches a library. The autobiographies of the 
late Walter Page, Ambassador to Great Britain, and 
Edward Bok, for so long the editor of the Ladies’ 
Home Journal, have attracted widespread attention. 
For the most part, however, present-day literature 
needs sifting both in the reading, and in the making of 
a library. Gladstone is quoted as having said he never 
read a book that was under ten years of age. That 
might be carrying the sifting process rather far, but 
that wise statesman and literateur and connoisseur in 
books was right in his principle in letting a book prove 
its right to exist before it received the hospitality of 
his book shelves. 

















General Feng, Patriot, Not Traitor 


I am enclosing an editorial from the Grand Rapids 
Press of October 25 in regard to the Chinese General 
Feng. Ihave read with much interest the articles in 
The Sunday School Times about this Christian, and 
was very much surprised that he was the object of such 
an editorial. Can his corduct be regarded in another 
way than this editorial makes out?—A Michigan 
Reader. 


The newspaper editorial about which this reader in- 
quires is entitled “A ‘Christian’ Traitor” and says 
among other things: 


General Feng Yu-hsiang, the general who has just 
captured Peking by a record act of treason, is said to 
have baptized the soldiers of his provincial army whole- 
sale and informed them they were Christians. As their 
first act in the new faith he proceeded to take them 


out ,.. and use them to seize the capital city by sur- 
prise. Christians will hesitate to cheér this exploita- 
tion of their faith. . . . The hypocritical protestations - 


of that too typical Oriental, General Feng Yu-hsiang, 
'.do. not: make him a Christian in spirit. 


‘The ignorance of actual facts shown in this editorial 

is‘ such that informed readers will not attach much 
importance to its judgment of the Chinese Christian 
General. It would be difficult to bring together, in 
so brief a space, more misstatements of’ fact. 

Take the statement, for example, that General Feng 
‘Gs said to have baptized the soldiers of his provincial 
army wholesale.” If this newspaper writer will turn 
to the book-on ‘Marshal Feng, by Marshall. Broomhall, 
Editorial Secretary of the China Inland Mission, he 
will-find that, so far from baptizing men whelesale 
or putting any undue pressure upon them to become 
Christians, “in Honan out of 1510 who asked on one 
eccasion for baptism, only 346-were received.” The 
Genéral will not allow any of his men to be baptized 
until they have passed an adequate examination as to 
their intelligent Christian faith and Bible study, and 
testimony has been secured from their officers that 
they are living a clean moral. life, 

hen Feng was made Governor of the Province of 
Shensi, his enemies, who are may and powerful, cir- 
culated the rumor that he was going to make all men 
Christians by compulsion and persecute all other re- 
ligions. The Christian Governor promptly published 
a proclamation reading in part: 


The Provisional Constitution of the Republic of China 
sets forth that the people of China ~iall be free to de- 
vote themselves to whatsoever religion their conscience 
dictates to them, no matter whether they follow the 
teachings of- Jesus Christ, or Confucius, or the faiths 
of Buddhism or Taoism; and there shall be nothing 
to.compel a man to belong to any particular religion. 
It has been brought to my attention thdt a rumor pre- 
vails without my walls to the effect that I intend to 
exclude from Shensi all religions other than Chris- 
tianity. ; : 

Although I am a Christian myself, this is absolutely 
groundless. . . . Although a great part of the officers 
and soldiers of my division have received baptism after 
understanding the truth of our Lord Jesus Christ, still 
there are also a large number in the division who have 
not been baptized. But these officers ‘and soldiers who 
are Christians are moreover imbued with the spirit of 
patriotism, and I, in company with them, will always 
treat those who are not Christians without difference 

. er distinction. 


Nor was General Feng’s unexpected and courageous 
act in taking Peking the “first act in the new faith” 
of the many thousands of genuine Christian soldiers 
and officers under his command; the facts concern- 
ing his Christian army are so well known that it seems 
incredible that a newspaper editorial writer could 
make such a mistake. : 

Feng has been in the pitiless glare of publicity, with 
bitter political and military enemies, for so many 
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years now that the time has long—passed when. his 
Christian character, sincerity, and consecfation can 

intelligenfly questioned. He loves China as do few 
Chinese leaders in that great Jand.. His record shows, 
beyond all question, that he. is one of the most un- 
selfish patriots in China to-day. —In contrast with the 
cynical and ignorant newspaper attacks that have been 
made and will of course continue to be made upon ‘his 
character and motives, it is_interesting to read the fol- 
lowing letter from a medical missionary who has 
labored for years in China, and who is now in North 
America. He writes to The Sunday School Times: 


Have been here alone praying-through the Chinese 
war, The present danger cannot..be -overestimated. 
Should Feng fail there might be. anti-Christian per- 
secution far worse than the Boxer troubles of 1900. 

~ But — he must not fail. Use Isaiah 42:4 as I have been 
doing for thirty years—‘“He shall NOT- fail nor be 
discouraged.” Let us keep Feng and his army prais- 
ing like Jehoshaphat in 2 Chronf@les 20, by our prayers 
and faith. us 

The charge of “traitor” against Feng will be used 
to keep many from praying for him. But those who 
make this charge do not know the inside. “Traitor” 
to whom? Certainly not to God. Feng has been true. 
“Traitor to a traitor.” General Wu Pei-fu did the 
same thing and upset the Government a few years ago, 
and in spite of all the prayers offered up for Wu he has 
resisted God (especially now)! He has oppressed the 
people terribly, by extortion and by refusing to put 
down banditry, and his whole purpose is to dominate 
by force, for self. He had a wonderful opportunity 
given him by God, but he failed miserably in using it 
for God. : 

Feng used to be a great friend and ‘admirer of Wu. 
How did Wu treat him? When Feng was Governor: of 
Honan he was transforming the province and putting 
down. bandits, but getting too much power, Wu 
thought; so he put Feng out and sent him to bexing 
with a small force to command and tried to have him 
ambushed and destroyed by the newly appointed gov- 
ernor, but God marvelously saved him. Then Wu de- 
liberately refused to put down the bandits! 

Feng has proved himself a real ruler wherever he 
has been. The people have been always helped by him, 
and not oppressed. Contrast Wu, flooding a great tract 
ef farm land by breaking dykes, with Feng keeping the 
people when dykes endangered. All Feng’s life and 
work has made for good citizenship. God has proved 
him for many years; let us not fail him in prayer now 
through any of Satan’s devices. 

I am laboring here in prayer, night and day for him. 
Psalm 17 is a glorious weapon to use for Feng. I have 
been searching the foundations, -and they are solid for 
Feng. God does want.a unified and Christian govern- 
ment for China—his “strange act” (Isa..-28 : 21) mani- 
fested before an unbelieving; world and church. And 

’ we must pray it through. 


‘There will be much to pray for, probably’ for a lo 
while to come, in the thorny. pathway that lies ahea 
for General Feng. A newspaper despatch: from Shang- 
hai, November 7, said that .“there. are persistent 
rumors that an autonomous Yangtze Government is 
contemplated under the direction of''Wu: Pei-fu, de- 
feated Peking military leader, who is expected to ar- 
rive at Nanking’ shortly with two warships. . . . Eight 
provinces have declared allegiance to Wu and have 
denounced Feng Yu-hsiang, the ‘Christian General,’ 
who now controls Peking.” 3: sates 

Two days later a newspaper despatch from. Tientsin 
said that “The Chinese here expect hostilities between 
‘the Christian General’ Feng Yu-hsiang, who 4s m con- 
trol of Peking, and’ Chang Tso-Liii, the Manchurian 
war lord.” - 

Still later, on Armistice Day, a newspaper’ cabled de- 
spatch announces the arrival in Tientsin -of “three of 
the great leaders of China for a conference to determine 
the future Government of the republic.” These leaders 
are General Feng Yu-hsiang, the Manchurian war lord 
Charfg Tso-Lin, and Sun Yat-Sen, President of South 
China. Feng “will preside at the parley, which he 
called immediately after his recent coup.” 

On the same day a cable from Shanghai says that 
Wu Pei-fu is on his way there from Chefoo, and that 
he declares that the governors of Yangtze provinces 
“have promised whole-hearted support for a_pumitive 
expedition northward designed to oust the ‘Christian’ 
General Feng.” 

But this is reversed a day later by the ‘cabled news 
from Shanghai that representatives of ten provinces 
of Central and Southern China have unanimously en- 
dorsed the former Premier Tuan Chi-Jui: for the pres- 
idency of China, while “repudiating the regency of 
the present Peking cabinet. That means that Wu 
Pei-fu’s hopes are blasted and a punitive expedition 
against Peking will be impossible, unless a compro- 
mise is effected,”: A cable from London, of the same 
date, points out the “fruitful possibilities of trouble” 
in the Tientsin conference between the Chinese leaders, 
saying that Chang Tsao-Lin and Tuan Chi-Jui “are 
obviously seeking a favorable opportunity to, throw 
aside Feng’s machinery and lay their own foundations 
for a new government.” Se 

May God’s people everywhere continue persistently 
and prevailingly in prayer that the Christian General 
may see clearly just what God’s will is. for himself

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Why Reorganize Your Sunday School? 


A few of the reasons that make adequate organization and grading 
Z imperative in a transformed Sunday-school ,

day-school has nothing like the attendance it should 

have; not only so, but experience has proved that 
there are very-few schools that could not be doubled 
in attendance, and many of them more than doubled. 
But just how to go about this is a problem confront- 
ing the average school. All the boosting possible has 
already been done. Much advertising and letter-writ- 
ing is resorted to. “Rally Day! Rally Day!’ has 
been the cry-~And yet the growth of the school has 
been unsatisfactory. We recommerid here the plan 
that has been applied in a large number of schools, 
which has meant, in nearly every case, permanently 
doubling the attendance of the school, in some cases 
trebling it. The fact is that in the average school the 
organization is inadequate. Classes in the Beginners, 
Primary, Junior, and Intermediate Departments have 
more in them already than a teacher can look after 
and teach: The organized class has the old-line or- 
ganization, consisting of president, one or two vice- 
presidents, secretary, and treasurer. The Rally Day 
is put on, and the people are rallied in and just as 
quickly rallied out, and that is the last of it until an- 
other Rally Day. The organization is altogether in- 
adequate for the numbers it is expected to reach and 
teach: How to grade and adequately organize a Sun- 
day-school for permanent enlargement and growth 
will be explained in a later article; and these 
plans and methods are the outgrowth of experience 
by the author in almost every kind and type of school 
in country. church, in village, and in city. 


Where to. Begin | 


First of all, this organization must be a graded or- 
ganization — graded by years, not school grades — 
along the regular departmental lines. The Cradle Roll, 
including those too young for attendance, as well as 
the three-year-old children, who should. be organized 
into an attendance section of the Cradle Roll rt- 
ment, and conducted as a distinct department. here

|: IS a fact beyond question that the average Sun- 


intendent, officers,..and- teachers -who are adapted to 


work with these very small children, a most wonder- 
ful work can be accomplished. Then the Beginners 
Department, including the two grades — children four 
years: old’ and childsen five years old — with superin- 
tendent, officers, and teachers. The Primary Depart- 
ment is. for the children who are six, seven, and eight 
years old—three distinct grades. The Junior De- 
partment is for those nine, ten, eleven, and twelve 
ears old, separating the sexes. The Intermediate 

epartment will include children in the four years 
from. thirteen to sixteen; four grades, with the sexes 
separate. * : 

The Young People’s Department will group the girls 
of from seventeen to twenty in classes, and the boys of 
from seventeen to twenty in classes. The young men 
of from: twenty-one to approximately thirty will form 
a distinct group for classes; the single young women 
of the same age will form another distinct group for 
classes; and there will be another that will include 
all young married women up to approximately thirty 
years. Instead of suggesting the idea of a Senior De- 
partment, to include boys and girls of from seventeen 
to twenty, we strongly recommend the organization of 
the Young People’s Department. This department 

- should take in all young men and young women. above 
the age of those in the Intermediate Department, up 
to approximately thirty years. It should have as many 
classes as needed, with a superintendent, a secretary, 
and any other officers who may be needed to carry on 
the work. 

The Adult Department should include the men and 
women above thirty years of age, with as many classes 
as needed. This line of grading should be strictly 
followed. Of course there may be exceptional cases; 
but they willbe rare. » 

: There are many reasons why this plan of grading is 
best. These reasons have been discussed in numerous 
books. - There is one reason, however, which consti- 
tutes an all-sufficient demand for this plan of grad- 
ing. It is that it is practically the only way people 
can be reached for the Sunday-school. This plan of 
grading places the responsibility for reaching people 
upon each class and. department. Each is able to do 
its own -work effectively without interference from 
the other. Through the census we find a home in 
which are father and mother and five children. We 
place the name and address of the father in the hands 
of one of the Adult Men’s Classes. The name of 
the mother in the Mothers’ Class. We give the name 
and address'of the eighteen-year-old girl to-a class of 
girls of from seventeen to twenty. The name of the 
fourteen-year-old boy goes to a teacher of boys in 
the second grade Intermediate Department. The name 


of the ten-year-old girl is given to one of the sec-

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Are You Circulating Sound 
Literature ? 


By Christabel Pankhurst 


HAVE often had it in mind to urge that 

greater use be made in the Lord’s service of 
the evangelical books published year after year. 
I gratefully acknowledge my own debt to these, 
and believe that many thousands among the 
general public would be as delighted as I have 
been to discover this great field of literature. 
As intellectual food, these books are unequalled 
by any others published, as indeed» we should 
expect, having regard to their theme and to the 
source of their inspiration. The world is ig- 
norant of this, nor has it any idea of the com- 
fort and the light upon life’s deepest problems 
that evangelical writers are able to give in these 
troublous times. 


It depends upon Christian people to put an 
end to this unfortunate situation. In the weeks 
before Easter, when the book shops were mak- 
ing a special display of religious literature, I 
made careful observations and was distressed 
to find that sound literature was more or less 
conspicuous by its absence, or at any rate over- 
whelmed by the great array of non-Christian 
publications and others purporting to be Chris- 
i but falling far from the Scriptural stand- 
ar 


In most public libraries the same condition is 
—- found; as in the bookshelves in most 
omes. . 


Is it not possible for Christians, to strengthen 
the position at this vital point? The written 
word may travel farther than the spoken word 
— fit reaches the heart and mind of readers who 
never enter a church, it finds them when they 
are in quiethess and seclusion and able to give 
attention to the message to be conveyed. 


If library committees will not buy the right 
books, can not such books be presented to the 
public libraries! A gift would hardly be re- 
fused. Is not the right book a better gift for a 
friend than any other in these days? Is there 
not some influential fellow-citizen, even though 
personally uninterested, who might, if a book 
were sent to him or her, be led to make the 
consecration of a life to our Lord and his cause? 


The main value of these books is that they 
are all guide-posts to the Bible, and to move the ' 
world to a re-study of the Bible is the supreme 
need of the day. 


Here is work that all of us can do, even 
when the way to other service may be closed. 
It is worth while to curtail expenditure in other 
directions, if need be, in order to release the 
money needed to buy more books and, after 
reading them, to give them to others. 


I am preaching what I practise myself, and 
therefore am emboldened to write in this strain.

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day-school did not get results. With every added 
visit there will come an added interest in the home for 
the Sunday-school and church that manifest such un- 
usual concern for the family. This excels by far the 
committee method of work. If there was no other 
reason for grading the Sunday-school by ages, and for 
observing the departmental lines as above outlined, 
save that it makes it possible to reach and secure mem- 
bership more easily, that would be reason and argu- 
ment enough for its whole-hearted acceptance and 
adoption in every school in the land. 

Not. only must the school be graded on the age plan, 
as above indicated, but there must be adequate organ- 
ization. That brings into the discussion the question 
of the census discussed in the preceding chapter. The 
number of grades in the school is determined by the 
ages of the pupils; but the number of classes can only 
be determined by the number of prospects discovered 
in the census for each age. The number of teachers 
needed for a given school would be determined by the 
number of prospects discovered in the census for that 
school. Thus it may be that a school that has had thirty 
classes may need ninety classes, in order adequately to 
organize it. ' 

The classes in the Beginners, Primary, Junior, and 
Intermediate Departments should be small... From five 
to seven are as many persons as the average teacher 
can teach most advantageously, that will also be as 
many as the average teacher can look after. The 
teacher in the right kind of Sunday-school will not 
only teach the lesson.. In these departments he or 
she will have to give attention to visiting absentees and 
new members and to keeping in touch with the home 
life of the people. If a teacher who has other duties 
is properly to do this work, that teacher must not be 
burdened with too large a class. Experience has taught 
us that if the classes are small in these departments, 
including the children and boys and girls from three 
to’ sixteen years of age, a great deal larger average 
attendance can be secured for the same enrolment. 


Small Groups Even in Large Classes 


Of course, ‘above the Intermediate Department the 
classes could be unlimited so far as size is concerned, 
provided a plan of organization is applied that will 
enable such a class really to function. The possession 
of a president, two or three vice-presidents, a secretary, 
and a treasurer does not coristitute an organized class. 
These Young People’s and Adult Classes, if they are 
adequately organized, will necessarily follow some such 
plan of organization as is had in a Junior Department. 
These Junior boys and girls are grouped in classes of 
seven or eight scholars with a teacher in charge of 
each group: A class of fifty men or women should be 
grouped in a similar way, with somebody in charge 
of each group responsible for the attendance of 
the members of that group. Securing new mem- 
bers, and visiting absentees, or getting -it done, 
will be their work, as it is the work of the 
teacher in the Junior or Intermediate Departments, 
So that a large organized class would have, in addi- 
tion to its regular officers, group or section leaders, 
the class being divided into groups of ten or more, 
with a leader in charge of each group, who will do 
the same work in an organized class that a teacher 
wogild do in, say, the Junior Department. The only 


, difference would be that this Jeader in the organized 


class would not teach. The teacher would instruct the 
whole class. Thus we would not only have the school 
graded by years and divided into small classes, in Be- 
ginners, Primary, Junior, and Intermediate Depart- 
ments. In the Young People’s and Adult Depart- 
ments, we would also have some one responsible for 
each group of ten or twelve. 

This is what we mean by adequate organization. 
To illustrate: Some time ago we worked with a school 
that had four hundred and eighty-six in attendance. 
The first day we visited the school a census was taken 
of the section of the city adjacent to this school. There 
were about fifty teachers and officers in the school. 
In the Beginners Department there were four teachers, 
The census revealed the fact that there were nearly 
a hundred children four and five years old. The same 
officers were retained in the department. _ The chil- 
dren these four teachers had were divided. Twelve 
teachers were secured, and one or two of the chil- 
dren who were already in the department, together 
with a number of prospects who had been discoveréd 
in the census, were given to each teacher. The depart- 
ment had an attendance of about thirty. Two Sun- 
days after this enlarged organization. was put into 
operation, there were seventy-two present in the Be- 
ginners Department. 

In the Primary Department of this school there was 
an attendance of thirty-five or forty, with six feachers. 
The census discovered more than a hundred children

The Progress of World-Wide Missions (By Rob- 


ert H. Glover, M.D., F.R.G.S.).—For years there has 
been a growing demand for a general missionary text- 
book for colleges and schools and for adult study 
groups generally. Such has now been written by one 
whose experience as a missionary on the field for many 
years, then as Foreign Missions~ Secretary to one of 
the largest independent missionary organizations, and 
now as Director of Missionary Course at Moody Bible 
Institute, gives him a peculiar fitness. for the task. 
The introductory chapter on Christian Missions 
gives a foretaste of the richness of spiritual truth, as 
well as the accurate, up-to-date, and. exhaustive in- 
formation given in the whole survey of missions the 
world over. Chapters follow on Apostolic Missions, 
Early Church, Early European, Middle Ages, the Ref- 
ormation, and a chapter_on each of the fields of mod- 
ern missionary effort. In readable form is given a 
wealth of facts about each country, its history and 
people, and the missionaries and. missionary organiza- 
tions that have worked there, and each chapter is fol- 
lowed by a well selected. set of questions for class. use. 
There is a careful study of conditions in each field, 
While adapted for general reading as well as class 
use, the book is an invaluable reference work for pas- 
tors and Christian workers and teachers desiring con- 
venient, concise information on all the Jands and per- 
sonnel of missionary endeavor. It will be particularly 
gratifying to those who wish a book that lays emphasis 
on the evangelistic side of Christian missions, while 
recognizing also the proper place of medical and edu- 


cational work, and which rings true to the Gospel’

his novel, “Resurrection,” Count Tolstoi refers with, 


contempt to the Paschkovites, evangelical Christians) 
in the higher levels of Russian society wlio had. been 
led into the truth through the preaching of Lord Rad- 
stock and Count Paschkoff. Recent literature relat- 
ing to the great Russian writer makes clear enough 
why his sympathy could not have ,been with such a 
movement. Moral contradictions marked his life in 
a painful degree, for with him, as ever, “conversion 
without acknowledgment of Christ’s atonement showed 
itself an ungenuine thing. Baron Nicolay was reared 
in the same aristocratic milieu as Count Tolstoi. When 
the inner change came he went to work to lead others 
to Christ. His little yacht became the carrier of Gos- 
Is and religious literature to remote hamlets on the 
Finnish fjords.and islands. He joined himself to Dr. 


Baedeker (another tar of Tolstoi’s ironies) in evan- 


gelistic ae among the fetid prisons of Russia’ 


and Siberia. his humble and arduous work proved 
to be the training for his later ministry to Russian 
students. No class of young peorte on earth needed 
shepherding more. Distressed with economic diffi- 
culties, alienated from the church, harried by the gov- 
ernment, torn by conflicting theories of life, the objects 
of atheistic and revolutionary propaganda and them- 
selves engaged in it, the Russian student body was in- 
deed volcanic soil in which to sow the good seed of 
the kingdom. Yet, thanks to Paul Nicolay’s patient 
teaching, hundreds of despairing souls in this Class 
found their way back ‘to God. The Revolution came 
when the Russian Student Movement was. fairly 
launched. Its organizer andsleader, always frail in 
body, has been taken from it, yet it still continues on 
in starving Russian towns and cities and among exiled 
Russian student communities in Western Europe. In 
happier days it will have a fresh start and take on new 
life. Meanwhile in this record of Baron Nicolay’s life 
we have a vivid picture of its beginnings. (George H. 
Doran Co., New.York, $1.60, net.) 


After Ninety Years (By E. W. Rice, D.D.).—It is 
given to few men to live into the nineties, and for 
very few indeed is it possible at that great age to 
exercise with freedom and elasticity the intellectual 
faculties that have borne the burden of hard work 
through a long life. If for no other reason, Dr. Rice’s 
book would be eminently worth having because it is 
an exhibit of what work can be done in the sunset 
years by a man who has not allowed his faculties to 
deteriorate through disuse or misuse.

These Eventful Years.—In two large volumes, the 
editors of the Encyclopedia Britannica have gathered 
together a really unique collection of articles from 
notable writers all over the world. Prepared quite 
apart from the Encyclopedia Britannica itself, these 
volumes are intended for connected reading. They 
endeavor to tell in the words of eminent makers of 
history the outstanding events of this present cen- 


tury, in the fields of war, politics, literature, art, music, 


science, education, business, sport, discovery, and re- 
ligion. Beginning with a bird’s-eye view of the world 
prior to the World War, the reader is led on to the 
causes of and the most important events in the War. 
Notable are the chapters by Major-General Sir Fred- 
erick B. Maurice, and by Major-General Erich Luden- 
dorff. The battle of Jutland is graphically described 
by ‘both Admiral Jellicoe, who commanded the Brit- 
ish fleet, and Admiral Scheer, Commander-in-Chief 
of the Germati High Sea Fleet.

YOUNG English army officer gives his personal 

experiences from the time when he gave up the 
stage as a successful actor to volunteer for the British 
army in 1914, until he entered Jerusalem with Allenby 
in the most dramatic and significant military achieve- 
ment in many centuries. It is difficulf to overestimate 
the power and pathos, the tragedy and humor, the 
gifted writing, and the naive simplicity of this narra- 
tive. While not written from the distinctively Chris- 
tian standpoint, yet Christian workers ought to avail 
themselves eagerly of this valuable commentary on the 
Bible and prophecy. And it is hard not to believe that 
this young officer is himself a Christian, for his simple- 
hearted faith in Christ and the Bible is touchingly in 
evidence. His telling of the story of the walk to Em- 
maus when the Risen Lord appeared to two disciples 
is unforgettable; Major Gilbert told it to a dying lad 
of his company, about nineteen years old, while they 
were at Nebi Samwil, within sight of Emmaus. One 
may well believe that that boy, to whom the telling 
of this true story of Christ brought peace and quiet- 
ness just before his death, passed from death to life 
through the Major’s unconscious ministry.

children to read?” are all living questions. You 

may find suggestive the plans described in these 
letters. 



































Her Sunday “Visiting.”—When I was a child I 
used to visit an old lady, a cousin of my father. I 
seem to see her yet. After her hearty greeting she 
would say, “Sit down, children, until I have finished 
these little tasks and then we will have the rest of 
the day to visit.” Then when everything was done 
she would sit down in the big arm chair with her mend- 
ing beside her, and looking at us with a smile would 
say, “Now we can visit.” ; ? 

It is with some such thought as this that I like to 
approach the Lord’s Day, with all the work-a-day tasks 
out of the way, just to visit with him Therefore all 
books that will help me to “just visit” with him I re- 
serve for his day,— books that will help me to know 
and understand him better, that will open up his Word 
to me, I read only on Sunday. : 

Many times I found it hard not to finish some sec- 
ular ‘book that I was greatly interested in, and many 
times I have tried to persuade my conscience that it 
was a helpful book and therefore profitable for Sun- 
day reading, but that is all past. My Sunday reading 
has influenced my week-day reading. I always loved 
to read, especially novels, but it is a very good one 
that I care for now. 


At first I had no definite plan, but of late’ have taken 


up regular study courses. Usually some book,— at pres- 
ent I am studying the Gospel of John. I gather to- 
gether during the week all the books on the subject I 
can afford to buy —sermons by noted ministers and 
lesson notes, and the like, and I have been able to bor- 
row many others from friends. With these helps and 
my Bible I spend what spare time I have apart from 
public worship and the necessary duties.’ 


My Sunday reading helps me to close the door upon. 


the world, to keep worldly thought, desires, and ambi- 
tions from intruding into the Holy Place when we 
would commune with Him.—A Pennsylvania’ Reader. 


Teaching Children Self-Guidance.—1 .can scarcely 
tell what led my sister and me to make self-arranged 


plans for Sunday reading during a period that ex-: 


tended through the eighth grade in the elementary 
school and’ all four years of the high school. During 
my youth I find almost no forbidden fruits, that we 
were conscious ‘of, yet I am sure the librarian re- 
stricted, and I can remember seeing my mother at 
least scan every book that we brought home to read, 
Somewhere, somehow, our tastes were well formed. 

Our Sunday reading was not differentiated for us 
from that of the week-days, except by. an. occasional 
question being asked, as, “Do you think that iseworthy 
of this day?” ‘ ; 

Now pondering over the proper use’ of the day 
brought my ‘sister and me to the conclusion that we 
would read nothing but poetry and the Bible. 


Some will say that poetry can be quite as worldly | 


and quite as harmful as prose. That may be very 


true, but our training was such that the harmful type °— 


did not appeal. 

Besides the melody and power of the. poems great 
truths were borne home. We attempted to trace every 
reference or allusion in the masterpieces to the 
Scriptures. This proved of great value as our great- 
est singers have constantly used the Book. of. -books. 
As to Bible reading proper, there was always next 
Sunday’s Sunday-school lesson to study as well as 
the great joy of trying to read the Bible through in 
a year. 

This was kept up for five years, and I have no way. 
of computing the power of it. It seems to me that 
much of the value came from the fact that we had 
been so trained and guided as to seem to have planned 
this unaided—An Ohio Reader. 


A Childhood Custom That Bore Fruit.—I ‘am 
thankful that in my childhood home no secular read- 
ing was permitted-on the Lord’s Day. When I was a 
little child barely able to spell out the words, my mother 
used to place me in my little chair with the large 
family Bible on a larger chair in front of me, and in- 
dicate a certain portion of the Scriptur® that I was 
to commit to memory. Later in the day she would re- 
turn to hear me recite them, If I learned perfectly, 
the Bible was returned to its accustomed place, and she 
would spend the remainder of the afternoon reading to 
me from the various church papers that were weekly 
and- monthly visitors to our home. So, through all 
my life, the first part of my reading period has been 
devoted to the study of God’s Word. 

But because I believe he speaks to us through the 
saints of all ages, as well, it has been my delight to 
add their writings to my reading list that day. This 
includes the history of the Christian Church, which 
I never tire of re-reading, and with which I think every 
Christian. should be familiar. -. 

The reading of the church papers on that day is 
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another source of pleasure to me, especially because 
they bring me in touch with the church at large. No 
Christian home is complete without the denominational 
aper, The Sunday School Times, and the Christian 
fstievor World.—A Cleveland Believer, 


A Teacher’s Hebrew Bible Study.—I make a dif- 
ference in my reading between Sunday and other days, 

It has been mine to teach mathematics and astronomy 
as my week-day work the years of my active life so 
far—in the more recent years my study has been 
mathematics. almost exclusively, with an occasional 
lecture on, astronomy, Any one acquainted with mathe- 
matics will know how absorbingly interesting that sub- 
ject is. Every week I study some new text or new 
problems, but on Saturday night before midnight I 
lay away the text and problems and they. are not again 
in my mind until after midnight Sunday night. . 

This is the. principle I follow: That the Sunday 
reading shall be the Bible itself, or literature that 
iy in a wider and deeper knowledge of the Bible, 
and that helps in the enrichment of the Christian life. 
This literature would be much that is in my own 
church paper, The Sunday School Times, the Moody 
Bible Institute Monthly, and the like. Much of the 
Sunday reading and study must necessarily be in the 
final preparation for the teaching of the next Sun- 
day’s lesson in' the Sunday-school. 

In my book reading I try to keep abreast of the 
times in all that is good. Just now I am trying to 
read and master all that Lewis Sperry Chafer has 
written, and am trying to purchase the books written 
by Robert Dick Wilson. I re-read the books that have 
long been on my shelves—those of C. I. Scofield, 
H. C, Trumbull, Gray, and others. 

-In the earlier years of my Bible study I had a long- 
ing to be able to read at least the first chapter of 
Genesis in the Hebrew. About_two years ago I gave 
a year to that study and acc$mplished my purpose, 
and now a part of every Sunday’s reading is thé read- 
ing, in the Hebrew, of the accounts of two days of 
creation — one in review and one in advance, and great 
blessing comes to me in,this reading of the words and 
acts of God.—An Iowa Teacher, 
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census. Within three weeks this department had an 
attendance of seventy-five to sor. Every other de- 
partment in the Sunday-school was re-organized in 


.the same way, a large number of teachers having no 


members present at-all the Sunday morning the school, 
was re-organized. They were simply introduced and 
were given a list of names of prospective members 
for their classes, The teaching staff was trebled. In- 
stead of forty teachers and officers, there were a: hun- 
dred and twenty-five to a hundred and thirty when this 
organization was completed. In three or four Sundays 
the attendance of this school grew from four hundred 
and seventy-five to nearly twelve, hundred. We have 
had similar experiences in a large number of places: 
And this gain was. permanent. , 

The greatest need of the average Sunday-school to- 
day, from the standpoint of numbers, is to take a cen- 
sus of its prog So find the prospects — those who ought 
to be in the Sunday-school—then grade and ade- 
quately--organize. Immediate, permanent, large gains 
in attendance will regularly follow the work done in 
this way. “Numbers are not the supreme test of a 
Sunday-school, but they are a test. The greatness of 
a Sunday-school cannot be measured by the number 
of persons who attend it; but it certainly is a sin for 
a Sunday-school to be teaching only five hundred 
when it-could be teaching fifteen hundred. And there 
are multitudes who ‘ate sinning against their opportu- 
nity. There is not a thing inconsistent in replacing a 
good work done for a small number by an equally 
good work done for many.

The Message of the Lesson 
By W..W. Rugh 
+1. The Scripture To Be Read 


HE first thought of this lesson is the permissive 
will of God regarding the man born: blind. He 


could have naturally opened: his eyes at his birth, 


but in order that the works of God should be made 
manifest in him he was blind from his birth. Many 
Christians truly born again by the Word and Spirit of 
God are born blind,: blind to the things of Christ ‘in 
the Word, except that he is the One who died for 

_ our sins, was buried and rose again. We did not see 
him as the glorified Son of God, living to make inter- 
cession. Neither did we see him as the One. who is 
coming again to receive us unto himself. Neither did 
our eyes behold him as _Prophet, Priést, and King in 
the Old Testament, nor in the manifold ways in which 
he“is so sweetly and fully revealed in both Old and 
New Testaments, until our eyes were anointed by the 
Spirit of God when we yielded to God. 

The Holy Spirit who is the teacher that takes the 
things of- Christ and shows them’ unto us, can only 
show them to those whose eyes have been opened by 
him (1 John 2:27; hig 9 16: 13-15). The testimony 
of the man whose eyes Jesus opened was used of the 
Lord to sharply rebuke the unbelief of the Pharisees. 
They counted Christ as an imposter,.and a sinner, be- 
cause he healed on the Sabbath day. But the miracle 
of opening the eyes of the man born blind was differ- 
ent from any that had ever been known among_ men, 
and was the heart of the testimony concerning Christ. 
It was a miracle which could be done by none but 
God, and thereby proved the deity of our Lord. 

A present proof of his deity is the way he opens the 
eyes that are spiritually blind, by the anointing of

‘I. The Graded Topics

When the eyes of the man born blind had been opened, 
though he was not personally acquainted with Jesus 
Christ, he had a mighty conviction that the One who 
had opened his eyes was. more than a mere man. He 
declared that he was not a sinner, but a Prophet, that 


‘God was with him, or he could not do these miracles. 


Has Christ opened our eyes to see the things which 
are his in the heavenlies where he is? Has he re- 
vealed himself to us by his Word and Spirit as the 
eternal Son of God in his Word and in his: ways with 
us? We cannot help but ne our testimony concern- 
ing him. Others may be helped beyond any thought 
of ours through the simple testimony of our faith in 
Jesus Christ as the Son of God. He will reveal him- 
self to us more fully, if we will only give the testi- 
mony when such opportunities are opened to us. Be- 
cause the man of our lesson had faithfully given his 
testimony concerning Christ, as far as he had light, 
the Lord could reveal himself to him in fuller manner 
and measure. There is an eternal law that holds good 
here, — “Give, and it shall be given unto you” (Luke 
6:38). He was given more light because he had been 
faithful to witness to the light he had concerning 
Christ.- This principle is true for us whose eyes have 
been anointed by the Spirit and opened to see the 
things of Christ. By using the -sight given, we are 
enabled to see more, and if we fail- to use, by witness- 
ing, the light we have received, that will grow dim 
(Heb. 5:14). 


2. Young People and Adults: Difficulties and Re- 


wards of Confessing Christ. One of the first difficul- 
ties of confessing Christ is the fear of man, which 
bringeth a snare. This is because of self-conscious- 
ness, and the thought of what others will think of 
us, The remedy is found in the Spirit revealing Christ 
to our hearts so that we are occupied with him. If 
we will ask the Spirit to show us the things of Christ, 
he will open to the eyes of our understanding the 
glories of the person of Christ, so that we cannot help 
but think of him. More than that he will make his 
presence so real to our hearts that we will lose sight 
of those about us, and thus he will empower us ‘to 
witness of him. If we listen to the tempter’s voice 
we will never give our testimony concerning our blessed 
Saviour for Satan easily. whispers to hesitating hearts 
that our testimony is not as good as others, that we 
will be more benefited if we listen to others than to 
tell what we know about Christ. A secret of -victory 
lies in the promptness with which we use every God- 
given opportunity for witnessing of Christ. Our feel- 


-Ings are not to be consulted here. Our Lord did not 


consult his feelings when he died for us on ; the cross. 
Ill. /The Golden Text 


“One thing I know, that, whereas I was blind, now 
I see” (John 9:25). The man whose eyes had been 
opened by our Lord did not say that he hoped he 
could see. He spoke with the full assurance that 
whereas he was blind, now he could see.’ Many 
Christians seem to be born blind when born again, 
because they hope that they will be saved in the end, 
or when they die. They do not seem to be sure of 
anything but death. They cannot see that they have 
been quickened together with Christ, raised together 
with him, made to sit together with him in the heaven- 
lies, and that they are blessed with all spiritual bless- 
ings in him (Eph. 1:3; 2:5, 6). That these things 
might be visible to the eye of faith they need the anoint- 
ing of the Spirit. The Bible is a Spirit-given book, 
and is open only to Spirit-taught hearts (1 John 2: 27). 
Many Christians are quite satisfied to listen to ‘what 
the preacher says, and never make any effort to prove 
the things they hear. Therefore they remain in blind- 
ness and darkness“as to the truth, even though the 
pastor may- teach the truth. So many other things fill 
the heart and mind of a multitude of those who pro- 
fess the name of Christ, that unless their eyes have 
been opened by the anointing of the Spirit their hearts 
are indifferent to the precious things of Christ, and 
they do not rejoice at the things that are revealed in 
the Word of God as one who findeth great spoil. . Oh, 
that God’s people might see that ‘the Word of God is 
a great storehouse with sixty-six rooms, every one of 
which is filled, not only with the most beautiful pic- 
tures of the glory of Jesus Christ, but is packed full 
of the precious things that are his. These rooms full 
of treasures are opened by the Holy Spirit to the 
eyes that he has opened, and thus he enriches every 
child of God who will yield to God to obey his Word.

the home-owners, the happy making-good mill men 
are a Church and Sunday-achoot product. Yet in face 
of such a showing there are young men in town who 
have no use for religion or church or Sunday-school, 
and as every one knows, saint or sinner, are pretty

THE lesson may be analyzed into three parts: (1) 
L The healing of the blind man; (2) his controversy 
with his neighbors and the Pharisees, which also in- 


volved his parents; (3) his reception by Jesus after - 


they had cast him out. 

Each of these parts has its own outstanding fact 
and related truth. It will be good exercise for the 
class, or each member of the class, to offer sugges- 
tions as to what these are The following is offered 
as suggestive for the teacher in this connection: 

_Part 1.—The outstanding fact is the fact which fur- 
nishes the basis for the entire lesson, namely, the 
healing itself. A significant truth given by Christ in 
connection. with this manifestation of divine power is 
that the cause of this-illness was not traceable to sin 
in the lives of those immediately concerned. This truth, 
given.on the authority of Christ himself, while not 
denying the frequent causal relation between sin and 
sickness, ought to set at rest the unscriptural conten- 
tion that sin is always the immediate cause of illness. 

Part 2.—The outstanding fact is the unfairness and 
perversity of the Pharisees, from one point of view; 
from another, the boldness of the blind man’s con- 
fession would seem to be most significant. 
worthy truth utteréd' by the blind man is the one that 
parallels “If I regard iniquity in my heart, the Lord 
will ‘not hear me.” a 
_ Part 3—The worship of Christ by the blind man 

* may. be regeeey as outstanding. ‘It was the result, 
vhowever, of the-truth- announced by Jésus that he is 
the Son of God, The deity. of the Lord is always a 
central truth, ‘focusing his. love, his power, and every 
other attribute ever centered upon or- inhering in his 
person.

Certainly the whole 
historical tragedy of Israel roots itself in the rejection 
of:.Christ. “Your sin remaineth.” “The sin of the 
heathen who so long persecuted the “church,” says 
Godet, “thas been pardoned. The crime of consciously 
rejecting the Messiah committed by Israel still weighs

This blindness 
has been judicially imposed (John 9: 39;

of God. was given.to.them and by it they 
could have walked.

Beginning: “Blind obedience.” 

Discussion: What are some of the 
things God commands us fellows to do? 
To refrain from doing? Where do we 
learn these? What is gained by doubt- 
ing God’s Word? What is = by 
believing and obeying him? 

Objective: Faith and wisdom Giiiuait 
obedience. 











AY, fellows, a man down in the hold 
of a steamship stands with his hand 
upon a lever and watches a dial in front 
of him which is controlled by the pilot 
on the top deck. A bell rings and the in- 
dicator on the dial points to the words, 
“Full Steam Ahead”; the man in the hold 
opens the throttle and all the ship’s en- 
gine power drives’ the vessel forward. 
By that dial, the man in the hold knows 
whether to “Reverse,” “Stop,” “For- 
ward,” “Slowly,” or “Full Steam,” 
though he has no way of seeing where 
the vessel is going —in fair water or on 
the rocks; he depends absolutely on the 
signals from the pilot above decks; he 
renders “blind obedience.” If the man in 
the hold insisted on climbing above: decks 
each time to see if the pilot were giving 
the right signals, the ship would get no- 
where satisfactorily, and maneuvering in 
a crowded harbor would be impossible. 

When you were a kid, if you were 
properly trained, you gave your parents 
“blind obedience.” They commanded; you 
obeyed. You did not understand the rea- 
son for the command; you: were not old 
enough yet to understand, but you obeyed 
orders, and. gradually by experience 
through that obedience you learned they 
were right. 

Jesus put fe on the blind man’s eye- 
lids and told him to go to the Pool of 
Siloam and wash. The blind man might 
have said, “It.is foolishness, I have been 
walking around on this clay all my life, 
and never heard of it giving sight to the 
blind, nor has the water of Siloam ever 
cured anybody’s eyes; why should I go 
there and wash?” —but he did not- say 
that. “He went his way therefore, and 
washed, and came seeing.” He was deal- 
ing with God, and the only wise way to 
deal with God is to obey. Some folks 
insist 6n knowing why, before yielding to 
God’s commands. Some folks are refus- 
ing to accept God’s statements in his 
Word until they can understand them. 
The eyes of their understanding will never 
be opened that way. They must obey 
first. One day in the temple when the 
Jews were doubting Jesus, he said to 
them: “If any man will do his will, he 
shall kwow of the doctrine .. .,” which is 
just another way of saying that the mind 
is informed, the heart is satisfied, and the 
spirit is quickened by obedience. 

Now look. about you, fellows, and see 
who the folks are that are happy. They 
are the people who are obeying God, 
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and trusting him for the outcome. And 
as they are obeying they are learning. 
The fellow whose faith you cannot up- 
set is the one who is busy doing God's 
will, He is the kind of fellow who 
“comes seeing,” like that blind young 
man who “cate seeing,” because he had 
taken Christ at his word. Make a test 
of it, fellows. God says “prove me now 
herewith.” That is what the blind man 
did. Foolish and unreasonable as the clay 
and the Siloam washing might have 
seemed to him, he was just venturesome 
enough to make a test of Jesus — and oh, 
what a happy outcome! He saw —he 
believed — he worshiped Jesus. And life 
was a different thing from that time for- 
ward. 

Fellows, the world is full of the wrecks 
of humanity who remained blind to the 
Truth because they were unwilling to do 
God’s will whereby they could have re- 
ceived sight — and salvation.

made. How much could you learn by 
just feeling, tasting, smelling, or hearing 
things around you? How often have you 
thanked God for two good eyes? ow 
open your eyes and listen to a Bible story 
about a dlind man. 

Story Items.—Describe the setting: a 
place near the temple in Jerusalem, to 
which a blind man was brought daily 
to beg; Jesus and his disciples-pass near 
on their way from the temple; the dis- 
ciples ask why the man was born blind. 
Jesus says, I am the light of the world; 
and heals the man by simple methods. 
The man did his part and obeyed.

}see. Then more questions; the man says, 
Such a thing was never heard of before. 
Unless the man who healed me came from 
God, he could do nothing; he is not a 
bad man. The Pharisees say angrily, 
Would you try to teach us? Then they 
cast him from the temple. 
Jesus was near to comfort and cheer; 

he found the man and asked, Do you be- 
lieve on the Son of God? The man said, 
Who is he? Jesus said, You have seen 
him, and he s s to you now. Then 
the man, like.Peter, said, Lord, I believe, 
and worshiped him. Perhaps he added: 

“Bless Jehovah, O my soul, 

And forget not all his benefits ... 

Who healeth all thy diseases.” 


A practical closing suggestion would 
be to set apart some portion of the Christ- 
mas offering to help to provide litera- 
ture for the blind.

The lesson tells how God’s long 
suppressed wrath broke suddenly on Is- 
rael and the scepter was removed not to 
be restored until Messiah’s day (comp. 
Hosea 3:4, 5). 
Historical Setting 

A world of small states had given way 
to a few vast kingdoms. Of these As- 
syria was, at this time, the mightiest. It 
was a military government, and in war- 
fare, perhaps the most ruthless and cruel 
that the world has ever seen. To more 
effectively rule its subjugated nations, As- 
syria’s policy was to transfer whole pop- 
ulations to distant points (Isa, 20:3, 4). 
Geography 

Thousands of men, women, and chil- 
dren, — faint, famished, and naked, — 
leaving their homes forever; herded by 
fierce Assyrian soldiers over the hun- 
dreds of hot, waterless miles to the very 
land —the land of Haran — from which 
Abraham had come; this is the picture 
of 2 Kings 17:6; and it is comparable to 
the Armenian exodus under Kurd and 
Turk during the World War. 


How to Study this Lesson 

The Last King : Profiting by Assyrian 
invasion (15: 27-30), Israel’s last king 
secured the throne by conspiracy and mur- 
der. Less guilty than those before him 
(17:2), but without divine guiding, his 
acts (17:4, 5) brought disaster. God 
worked through natural causes; the na- 
tion’s iniquity was full; even the best of 
kings might not now delay God’s judg- 
ment. 

The Idolatrous People : Their history, 
from Egypt (17:7) to the captivity (17: 
23), was ever deeper sinning. ’s 
warnings (17:13) were met by deliber-

ate refusal to obey (17:14). Note such 
phrases as “sinned against, ‘walked ee 
“did secretly,” “would not hear,” “sold 
themselves to evil,” and so on. Tabulate 
the different sinful acts. 


“The Defiled Land: Out of the land 
was “out of his sight” (17: 18, 20, 23), 
for Israel’s promises are connected with 
the land (comp. Gen. 12: 1-3; 26: 3-5; 
Lev. 18: 24, 28). The land spewed them 
out. The new inhabitants reached a right 
conclusion (17:26), but, certainly, no 
priest of rejected Israel knew how, prop- 
erly, to teach “the manner of the god of 
the land.” 


The orant Emigrants: Israel dis- 
possessed and others in possession (17: 
24) yet the land is still God’s (Deut. 11: 
12) and he must have recognition (17: 
25). “Therefore the Lord sent lions’ is 
a very positive statement. The emigrants, 
united with the few inhabitants not de- 
ported, became known as “Samaritans” 
(see Ezra 4:1-4; John 4:9).. 

God’s Meréies : (1) The eternal back- 
ground of Israel’s history (17:7); (2) 
God’s gift of the land (17:8); (3) God’s 
loving entreaties (17:13; comp. Jer. 44: 
4); (4) God’s mercy cannot allow any 
to ignore him (17:25). Although out of 
the land, his people are not forgotten by 
him (see Ezek. 11:16; Amos 9: 8-12). 

God’s Judgment : Each preceding judg- 
ment had warned Israel (17:21) that 
God would act; this judgment, always 
impending, was the constant theme of the 
prophet (17:23). Others occupied Is- 
rael’s territory (17:24), but that of Ju- 
dah, God having other purposes, was not 
occupied (comp. 2 Chron. 36:.21-23). The 
rejection is not final (Rom. 11: 1, 15, 26). 
Other Scripture 

The prophecies of Amos and Micah be- 
long to the last years of the northern 
kingdom, predict the overthrow and give 
God’s justification for it.

A number of insignificant kings soon 
followed him, in feeble effort to recover 
the lost prestige. How it reminds us of the 





succession of weak rulers who followed , 
the collapse of Solomon’s extensive king- | 


dom! Jeroboam’s son, Zechariah, reigned 
six months, and was killed by Shallum, 
who, in turn, was slain by Menahem, who 
was on the throne ten years. During this 
time Assyria began to push her power 
toward the West; and ‘her great king, 
Pul, exacted tribute from Menahem (2 
Kings 15:19, 20). Pekahiah, the son of 
Menahem, reigned for two years; then 
he was killed by the conspirator Pekah, 
who seized, the throne to lead in a gen- 
eral revolt (2 Kings 15: 23-28). (We 
shall skip in our study 2 Kings 15: 20- 
31, which happens later.) 

Jotham, son of Uzziah, was now on 
the throne of Judah; and he “began” to 
be bothered by Pekah, of Israel and 
Rezin II, the last of the kings of Syria 
(2 Kings 15:37). Evidently these two 
tried to force a union against Pul. Ahaz, 
son of Jotham, was next on the throne 
of Judah; and he was actually attacked 
by this partnership of Pekah and Rezin 
(2 Kings 16:5). Hard pressed, he called 
to Pul for help (2 Kings 16:7, 8).. And 
Pul came! He made his great advance, 
killed Rezin, and carried the Syrians cap- 
tive to Assyria (2 Kings 16:9). Thus 
Damascus, the capital of Syria, fell in 
732 B. C. 

Tiglath-pileser then conquered Pekah 
and made the first deportation of people 
in what is known as “Israel’s downfall 
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and captivity” (2. Kings 15: 25-31). It 
should be made clear to the class that 
Tiglath-pileser is the same person: as’ Pul, 
This is probabl beta “kage III, as 
Tiglath-pileser II reigned about 950 B. C., 
and Tiglath-pileser 1 about r1oo B. C. 

Ahaz of Judah, the one who had called 
to Pul for help, was spared in this gen- 
eral conquest. Isaiah had told him not to 
fear Rezin and Pekah, and had prophe- 
sied the destruction of both of them by 
Tiglath-pileser (Isa. 7, 8). 

Hoshea, who had conspired against 
Pekah, was allowéd by Pul to rule over 
the remaining Hebrews in North Israel 
(2 Kings 15:30). We-read that he paid 
tribute to Shalmaneser IV,. successor to 
Pul (2 Kings 17:3). Then he joined So 





of Egypt against Shalmaneser. Where- 
upon Shalmaneser besieged Jerusalem for 
three years (2 Kings 17:5; 18:9), his 
successor Sargon (a sudden usurper of 
the throne of Assyria) finishing the 
siege and making the second deportation 
of “Israel’s downfall and captivity” (2 
Kings 17:6; 18:10-12). This date is 
722 B. C., ten years after the collapse of 
Syria, 
This is the end of the history of the 
“Children of Israel,”—bearers of that 
significant- name of their father Jacob 
which God gave him when he said unto 
him, “Thy name shall not be called an 
more Jacob, but IsraEL....I am E 
Shaddai: be fruitful and multiply; a na- 
tion and a company of nations shall be 
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of thee,” and Jacob called the name of 
the place—Beth-EL (Gen. 35; 10-15). 
After all this wonderful opportunity of 
blessing, the descendants of ten of the 
twelve sons utterly failed to live up to 
their part of the conditional covenant 
(Deut. 28: 1ff; 20: 2aff; 30: 15f). “And 
the children of Israel walked in all the 
sins of Jeroboafh which he did; they de- 
parted not from them; until Jehovah re- 
moved Israel out of his sight, as he spake 
by all his servants the prophets. So Is- 
rael was carried away out of their own 
land to Assyria unto this day” (2 Kings 
17: 22, 23). 

In this lesson we learn the origin of the 
Samaritans,

In their places were 
put men from foreign countries, — Syria, 
Assyria, and Babylon (2 Kings 17: 24). 
They were evidently a lawless, Godless 
people (2 Kings 17: 26). Report of their 
conduct was made to the king of As- 
syria, and he sent back to Bethel a He- 
brew priest (who had been carried away) 
“to teach the law of the_god of the land.” 
But these foreigners persisted in the evil 
worship of their foreign gods; and it be- 
came a country of a mixed religion. “They 
feared Jehovah, and served their own 
gods, after the manner of the nations 
from among whom they had been carried 
away” (2 Kings 17:33). “So these na- 
tions feared Jehovah and served their 
graven images; their children likewise, 
and their children’s children, as did their 
fathers, so do they unto this day” (2 





Kings 17: 41). 

This, then, was the people so despised 
by the Jews in- Jesus’ day,—a people | 
doubly hated, — living in the land of their | 
unfriendly northern cousin, imported from | 
a land of one of their western foes. Com- | 
pare in study the attitude of Jesus toward | 
the Samaritans (John 4; Luke 9: 53; 10: | 
33; 17: 16).

ESUS taught that we ought not to be 
revengeful, not to be hard and unfor- 
giving. That seems like a very com- 

monplace statement in these days. _But 
we must remember that the world is not 
far removed, even in so-called Christian 
lands, from the conception that revenge 
is right, that not to punish an enemy is 
a weakness and not a virtue. In many 
parts of the world that way of looking 
at things still prevails. It is where the 
Gospel of the redeeming love of God in 
Christ has gone that the “golden rule,” 
with its corollary of forgiveness is really 
practised. We ought squarely to face the 
fact that most of us do not live up to 
this item of our Christian. profession. 
we 
Forgiveness is not a matter of the out- 
ward act alone. It must be that, surely, 
to be effective. But a mere lip-forgive- 
ness is worse than none at all. The real 
essence of forgiveness is in the heart of 
the forgiver. What profit is it if you 
“forgive’ your enemy, one who _ has 
wronged you perhaps, and yet go about 
with hate in your heart? You must school 
yourself to forgive to the uttermost, re- 
membering that it is in your own heart 
you must forgive. You must freely re- 
solve to blot from your mind the rankling 
grudge and the desire to get even. And 
you must examine yourself as though you 
were some other self, to.see whether you 
have completely done this, lest you try to 
right one wrong by adding another. 
we 

To do this, you need the grace of God. 
One cannot really know what forgive- 
ness means until he himself-has experi- 
enced the Great Forgiveness that flows 
from the Cross of Christ. Only when 
one thus realizes that the secret of for- 
giveness is not the worth of the forgiven 
but the love of the forgiver will he turn 
away from the old, old way of dealing 
with those who have become estranged 
from him. The old way is to fasten 
one’s eyes upon past wrong, the new and 


| better way of Christ is to look stead- 


fastly upon a love that will love even the 
unlovely, though that one may not want 
to be loved or forgiven.

If Christ be man-only, it seéms impos- 
sible to account for.the quality .of_ his 
manhood... The book-is written in a plain, 
non-technical style, which will. commend 
it to the average reader, yet it will be 
equally acceptable to the student. It is 
to be hoped that it will have a wide cir- 
culation, for it will settle, in many minds, 
one -of the burning questions of the day.

Bookless Lessons for-the Teacher- 
Mother (By Ella Frances Lynch).— 
“Most of the present generation are be- 


J} ing over-schooled and under-educated.” 


On the basis of this contention, Miss 
Lynch in this book shows that education 
is not only possible prior to school age, 
but that the ordinary mother is in. posi- 
tion to give this education. Indeed, she 
makes the claim that no schooling can 
atone for_a lack of proper education dur- 
ing the first seven years of the child’s 
life, and she pays a high tribute to the 
discipline of the old-fashioned home. She 
emphasizes, as do all good teachers, the 
necessity of an early training in observa- 
tion. And she does not overlook the sig- 
nificance of play, but shows the value of 
having the child utilize in this play, not 
perfect toys, but those he has made. him- 
self. The book contains also a chapter 
on work, and does not hesitate to speak 
of education as preparation and training 
for work. The chapter on Language Cul- 
ture in the Home is a very important one 

but Religious Education, and Morals and 
Manners are also treated in a’ significant 
manner. One of the values of the book 
is in the fact_that it gives practical les- 
sons instead of merely discussing the 
need for them. The advice concerning 
the left-handed child would. not be ac- 
ceptable to the psychologist, and the mat- 
ter is probably. dismissed in too brief a 
paragraph; but it is refreshing to find a 
book that is so far from worshiping cur- 
rent theories that it dares to laugh at 
educators for regarding children as Dar-} 
winian specimens of simian ancestry.
